They are 
testing how much the community will 
let them get away with. Now that 
Anti-Racist Action and other groups 
have proven we can shut down their 
meetings and far outnumber them on 
the streets, they have resorted to 
more secret organizing tactics. But we 
aren’t going to let them carry out and 
escalate their violent activities. We 
have to respond to their terror. 
| On June 11, we will take the fight 
to them. We will demonstrate outside 
a Nazi centre of operation. Their abili- 
ty to carry out hate crimes from the 
safety of these headquarters without 
their neighbours’ knowledge is what 
gives them the nerve to further terror- 
ize Toronto communities and spread 
hate literature internationally. 

In order to prevent Nazi attacks 
on our march, we are not divulging 
the location in advance. This action 
will be self-controlled and the safety 
of anti-racists will be our top priority. 
Please join us. We have learned from 
history that fascism doesn’t disappear 
by just wishing it away. It must be 
confronted by an overwhelming 
majority of people standing up and 
refusing to allow it to grow. 

We can prevent fascism from tak- 
ing root in this country, but we must 
act before it’s too late.

WHAT THEY SAY 


By day, local neo-nazi organizations like the Heritage 
Front and the Church of the Creator present themselves 
as the peaceful advocates of “equal rights for whites”. By 
night, they've revealed themselves to be a violent gang of 
thugs with genocidal goals. 

Their hateline has called for the elimination of les- 
bians and gay men, the forced incarceration of People 
Living With AIDS, and has labelled First Nations people 
who demand their rights as lazy and drunk. And that’s 
just their public face! 


WHAT THEY DO 


@ ARSON: In March, a neo-Nazi campaign of 
phone and physical harassment of workers at a resi- 
dence for young women culminated in a firebomb 
attack on the home. 

@ ASSAULT: That same month five neo-Nazis 
jumped one Black community activist after a night-time 
community meeting. Last week Heritage Front members 
hospitalized anti-racists and bystanders using baseball 
bats, bottles and chains at a rally in Ottawa. 

© HARASSMENT: Neo-Nazis have organized and 
directed escalating phone harassment, death threats, 
physical surveillance and intimidation of anti-racists. 

@ VANDALISM: Local neo-Nazis have carried out 
numerous acts of vandalism including spraypainting 
swastikas on the Native Canadian Centre, homes of anti- 
racist activists, Jewish cemeteries and a youth centre. 

© BOMB THREATS Neo-Nazis called in bomb 
threats to an East End elementary school. 

@ WITH FRIENDS LIKE THESE: In April, the 
Church of the Creator held a demonstration in Toronto 
in support of The Order, an American neo-Nazi terrorist 
organization responsible for the assassination of a radio 
talk show host in Denver, Colorado. 


When they come for our sisters and brothers, 
ARA will be there. WILL YOU? 





Fascist organizers are clearly testing 
the limits of what they can get away 
with. If they can get away with fire- 
bombing Toronto residences, what's 
next? Racist thugs will escalate their 
terror tactics unless we as united com- 
munities say ENOUGH. THE LIMIT IS 
HERE AND NOW. That’s what this 
demonstration is all about. 


DID YOU KNOW? 


@ There were over 500 hate crimes reported in 
Toronto last year! Just as hate groups feed off wide- 
spread institutional racism and anti-semitism, their 
activities feed a climate where violence towards margin- 
alized groups becomes more accepted and racist 
extremists Can pose as mainstream moderates. 

@ Most people have heard of the wave of fascist violence 
in Germany which claimed five more lives last month. 
But did you know that Ernst Zundel, long-time neo-Nazi 
and historical revisionist, has been sending massive 
amounts of fascist propaganda into Germany from his 
operational base here in Toronto?!. He is a hero to 
white supremacists in Germany and is credited with 
inspiring much of the Nazi violence. 





WHAT IS ANTI-RACIST ACTION? 


Anti-Racist Action (ARA) came togeth- 

er to bring people out onto the streets 
to show the strength of our opposition 
to fascism as well as our commitment 

to a multi-racial, multi-cultural, sexu- 

ally diverse, liberated and fun society. 
ARA is an open group. Our 
meetings are wheelchair 
accessible and childcare 

is provided. 
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@ ARA is born (September) — When the Heritage 
Front planned a march on the courthouse to support 
their telephone HATEline, a counter-demo comes 
together with 40 hours notice. We greatly outnumber 
the fascists, many of whom flee in panic. 

@ Roma Rally (November) — ARA shuts down a 
secret Heritage Front rally featuring several prominent 
neo-nazi speakers. Over 100 humiliated racists are 
forced to slink out of the building under police escort. 
@® Queers bash back (December)—after the 
murder of a Montreal gay man by nazi youth, hundreds 
march through Toronto’s queer community to show that 
we cannot be intimidated by fascist homophobes. 

@ Anti-racist student campaign (January) 
— ARA joins the response to fascist recruitment and 
leafletting in Toronto's high schools with a mass rally at 
Riverdale School and march through the East End. 

® Infamous courthouse demo (January) 
— Over 500 people show up at 8am to stop another 
attempted public display of fascist force. Only 30 neo- 
nazis dare show up and march into the courtroom 
under cover of a mounted police attack on anti-racists. 
© Remembering Jewish resistance 
(April) — Jewish Feminist Anti-Fascist League and ARA 
commemorate the 1943 Warsaw ghetto uprising against 
the Nazi occupation. 

@ Stop Killer Cops (May) — ARA and the Black 
Action Defense Committee marched for an end to racist 
police violence
